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South  Africa  devalued  the  rand  by  17.9  percent  in  late 
September  1975,  an  action  that  stimulated  sales  of  South 
African  fruit  in  European  markets. 

German  sources  indicate  the  market  for  canned 
pineapple  has  been  remarkably  firm.  Reports  indicate 
Greece  has  increased  prices  (in  marks)  for  peaches,  and 
Italy  prices  for  fruit  cocktail  on  the  German  market.  In 
spite  of  these  increases,  however,  Greece  and  Italy  remain 
the  largest  and  lowest  price  suppliers  in  Germany. 

The  pound  sterling  has  continued  to  decline  in  value, 
preventing  price  comparisons  between  October  quotations 


and  those  of  earlier  months.  In  unconverted  U.K.  pounds, 
only  South  Africa  fruit  shows  declines— a result  of 
devaluation  of  the  rand. 

U.S.  exports  of  major  canned  fruit  items  except  cherries 
are  smaller  to  the  European  Community  (EC)  than  last 
year.  J anuary-November  exports  totaled  2,200  cases  (basis 
24/  2y2)  of  apricots,  395,000  casesof  cherries,  160,000  cases 
of  fruit  cocktail,  427,000  cases  of  peaches,  352,000  cases  of 
pineapple,  and  14,200  cases  of  pears.  West  Germany, 
Belgium- Luxembourg,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the 
Netherlands  are  the  major  U.S.  markets  in  the  EC.
